from Algeria.

between Britain and Egypt, but 
the foreign office refused even to 
com m ent on the situation. British 
newspapers accused Egypt of im ­

The feeling of crisis was height­ 
ened by the arrest of three Brit­ 
ons and the expulsion of two Brit­ 
ish diplom ats

Egyptian sources said they were 
engaged in a plot to overthrow 
the governm ent of President C a­ 
rnal Abdel N asser.

Never before had they enjoyed so 
rich and varied a diet.

We learned why our area Is 
called an industrial one; even 
the agriculture is industry-|ike.

Inside

processing 
plant, 
crews of workers were cleaning, 
stripping, and crating spinach, 
beets, 
broccoli, 
and 
corn 
all 
brought in from other fields of 
the 6,000 acre farm. 
The farm raises rhubarb (the 
vegetable 
variety), 
asparagus, 
green beans, parsley, carrots, 
cabbage, cucumbers, parsnips, 
and white mushrooms along with 
Hie seemingly endless number of 
tomatoes. 
We learned why our area Is 
called an industrial one; even 
the agriculture is industry-like. 
Looking at the long rows of 
filled bushel baskets of tomatoes 
and 
remembering our six we 
picked, our heart sank at our 
meagerness. 
Our 
heart 
sank 
deeper when we remember that 
we get IO cents for each basket. 
So. with the 60 cents making 
a pitifully small jingle in our 
sweat-lined 
pockets, 
we drove 
homeward to a 
back rub and a 
foot bath. We’re glad we were 
getting our regular salary along 
with the farm wage. This self- 
styled picker would starve amid 
acres of tomatoes,
